The recent rise in the prices of feed: 
etuffs has played havoc with the mak- 
ers of milk who are bound by u con- 
tract price, says The Breeder’s Gazette, 
It is reported from one of the dairy 
districts near Chicago that a loss of 
nearly 35 cents a can is now suffered 
by the farmers who contracted their 
milk for the winter at $1.15 per can, as 
fixed by the Milk Shippers’ union. The 
avocation of meat and milk making 
does not ordinarily afford enough profit 
one year with another to enable its 
followers to recoup the loss of one sea- 
son with the profits of a previous or 
subsequent season. The price of living 
had been forced down to so low a ba- 
sis in cities that the farmer worked on 
& very small margin of profit, and 
hence a marked advance in the cost of 
his feedstuffs unaccompanied by a cor- 
responding rise in the price of his mar- 
keted products cuts close to the bone. 
Relief is possible only througk an ad- 
vance in price to the consumer, and it 
should be promptly made, ‘City people 
ure for the most part sufficiently pros- 
perous to share with the farmer the 
loss resultant from an abnormally wn- 
favorable crop season. In a year of 
great prosperity the merchant and the 
manufacturer can generally lay by a 
surplus against a season of dull trade, 
but the American farmer has for years 
been working on so close a margin that 
he has not been able to do this except 
in cases which may properly be termed 

| exceptional considering the vast num- 
ber in which the opposite is true. No 
reason exists why city people, with in- 
creased incomes consequent upon the 
prosperity that is so general in busil- 
ness circles, should fatten on the farm- 
er’s loss. They have had cheap milk 
and cheap meat, and it will not burt 
them at the present time to enlarge 
their appropriations for these necessi- 
ties of life. 

The Poor Cow, 

Feeding the poor is only collateral to 
wasting fodder in the field, and as it 
is a business axiom that the first loss is 
always the best it is likely wiser to 
lose the fodder directly than lose it 
through an unprofitable animal after 
having added the cost of hauling and 
feeding, says W. I’. McSparrow in Na- 
tional Stockman. The cow adds no 
manurial value to the fodder. This is the 
cow also for which no man can afford 
to buy commercial feeds, She is the 
love's labor lost of the dairy. She is 
part of the undertow to the farm. She 
is more of a drain on the farm than the 
everlasting manure pile out “under the 
rain drip.” She steals the farmer's la- 
bor and his hope. The much maligned 
‘nortgage 1s insignificant by her side. 
She drives the boy from the farm and 
makes the girls shy of farmer boys 
matrimonially inclined. Verily, she is 
a fifteen dollar animal using twenty- 
five dollar feed, 

Keep Things Clean. } 

You don’t know unless you have 
tried it how it increases a common 
cow’s self respect and incidentally her 
milk yleld to have a clean, sweet sta- 
ble to walk into night and morning, to 
be turned into a pasture with succulent 
feed up to her eyes and with plenty of 
pure, cool water to drink, to see the 
shepherd dog chained up instead of 
snapping at her heels and to receive 
gentle words rather than kicks and 
have the atmosphere free from cuss 
words at milking time. 

Kindness That Pays, 

In order that a cow may give the 
treatest quantity of the richest milk 
it is necessary that she should be sub- 
jected to gentle treatment, never be 
hounded by dogs, never struck with 
sticks, never even be roughly spoken 
to, but petted and made much of as far 
as possible. 


Silage as a Milk Food. 

The silo is gaining friends every year, 
| and it will not be many years until ev- 
| ery progressive dairyinan will put his 
corn crop in a silo and thus get the 
best possible results from it,says Dairy 
and Creamery. Corn Is the cheapest 
feed that can be grown In this country 
and iu the shape of silage is the best 
| food for dairy cows. Mr. D. M. Me- 
Pherson, Lancaster, Canada, keeps

CORN AS HEN FEED. 


it Is Not a Good Eggmaker and 
Should Not Be Fed In Excess, 

One reason why farmers do not real- 
ize more from their poultry, I believe, 
ls because they make corn the main 
diet. Corn is considered by them to be 
the cheapest feed and the handiest to 
feed, for by throwing it out on the ear 
the hens are given more or less exer- 
cise in picking It off; hence the owner 
is saved the labor of scattering grain 
in the litter for the fowls to scratch 
out. But I have little faith in this plan 
of exercising and feeding fowls. With 
a good many farmers corn Is probably 
‘a cheap food, but even this depends 
somewhat on the season of the year, 
the climate and whether the hens have 
free range or not. In cold weather 
corn may be fed quite liberally to lay- 
ing stock without injury, and also to 
fowls having farm range, but when 
given in the way that many feed It, by 
spreading it on the ground before the 
hens three times a day, all they will 
eat, 1 believe that it is expensive hen 
feed. 

Very many attribute the increase of 
eggs to corn, when in fact the corn has 
produced eggs more by keeping the 
hens warm than through the supply of 
egg clements afforded. Eggs cannot 
be made to any great extent by corn 
alone, or for a long time, for the reason 
that a hen fed nothing but corn will 
be unable to supply the mineral ele- 
ments of the eggs, and while she may 
by eating largely of corn find sufficient 
nitrogen for an egg, she will sooner or 
later become excessively fat from too 
much carbon. A very economical and 
good feed for winter egg production ts 
a mixture of clover, cut In half inch 
lengths and scalded, with cornmeal 
and bran, This is a very complete ra- 
tion on all the elements necessary for 
eggs. It supplies bulky food, promotes 
digestion, affords a variety and costs 
less than any other food that I have 
been able to get. 

When a hen leaves corn for other 
feed, it means that she wants some- 
thing not fully supplied by corn. 
Without exception the best results 
may be had from a varied diet, and, 
while a hen may do very well on corn, 
she will do better on a variety. It is 
hot an easy matter to make up a per- 
fectly balanced ration, for a laying 
hen. While she is producing eggs she 
will use a vast amount of raw mate- 
rial, but if she stops laying a corn 
diet will soon ruin ber. A concentrat- 
ed food for hens should be avoided. 
Milk added daily to other food assists 
largely in supplying many needed ele- 
ments not easily obtained from other 
sources, Clover, vegetables, milk, meat 
and corn or wheat are better than any 


single article.—V. M. Couch in Poultry
